1993  HONORARY  DEGREE  RECIPIENTS 

LI  RIQIAN,  M.D. 
DOCTOR  OF  OCULAR  SCIENCE 


Dr.  Li  Riqian  is  a  graduate  of  Shanghai  Second  Medical  University 
where  he  received  his  medical  degree  in  1959.  He  began  his  medical  career  at 
the  First  Affiliated  Hospital  of  Wenzhou  Medical  College.  Dr.  Li's  career  pro- 
gressed rapidly,  from  resident  surgeon  and  lecturer  to  full  Professor  and  sur- 
geon in  charge.  By  1978  Dr.  Li  had  become  Vice  President  of  both  First 
Affiliated  Hospital  and  Wenzhou  Medical  College.  He  now  serves  as  President 
of  Wenzhou  Medical  College. 

Under  President  Li's  leadership  the  Wenzhou  Medical  College  estab- 
lished the  first  department  of  optometry  in  the  People's  Republic  of  China  in 
1988.  Later,  President  Li  facilitated  the  development  of  China's  National 
Center  of  Optometry  which  was  recognized  by  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health  in 
1992.  These  major  accomplishments  will  yield  important  benefits  for  the  visual 
well  being  for  all  citizens  in  China  for  decades  to  come. 

Dr.  Li  has  been  an  active  member  and  leader  of  numerous  medical 
organizations  in  China.  He  is  currently  the  Chairman  of  the  Chinese  Medical 
Association  in  Wenzhou,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Zhejiang  Medical  Association, 
Chief  Editor  of  the  Chinese  Medical  Journal  and  Director  of  the  National 
Center  of  Optometry. 


SYLVIO  L.  DUPUIS,  O.D. 
DOCTOR  OF  HUMANE  LETTERS 

Dr.  Sylvio  L.  Dupuis  earned  his  Doctor  of  Optometry  degree  cum 
laude  from  the  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  in  1957.  He  returned  to  his  home- 
town of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire  to  engage  in  private  practice.  While 
developing  a  successful  practice,  Dr.  Dupuis  established  a  record  of  unparal- 
leled community  service.  In  1971  Dr.  Dupuis  was  elected  Mayor  of 
Manchester,  and  in  1975  he  assumed  the  Presidency  of  Catholic  Medical 
Center  (CMC).  He  was  subsequently  appointed  to  serve  as  the  state's 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Human  Services  in  1983. 

In  1985  Dr.  Dupuis  was  appointed  President  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  and  served  in  that  position  until  1989.  At  that  time 
Catholic  Medical  Center  invited  him  once  again  to  become  President  and  Chief 
Executive  Officer  of  CMC. 

Dr.  Sylvio  Dupuis  has  been  a  director  and  member  of  many  communi- 
ty, state  and  national  organizations.  He  is  currently  Chairman-Elect  of  the 
Greater  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Director  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Business  and  Industry  Association  of  New  Hampshire, 
President  of  the  Palace  Theater  Realty  Trust,  Director  of  EnergyNorth, 
Director  of  the  New  England  Healthcare  Assembly,  and  member  of  the 
Government  Relations  Committee  of  the  Catholic  Healthcare  Association.

I  will  strive  continuously  to  broaden  my  knowledge  and  skills  so  that  my  patients 
may  benefit  from  all  new  and  efficacious  means  to  enhance  the  care  of 
human  vision. 

I  will  share  information  cordially  and  unselfishly  with  my  fellow  optometrists  and 
other  professionals  for  the  benefit  of  patients  and  the  advancement  of  human 
knowledge  and  welfare. 

I  will  do  my  utmost  to  serve  my  community,  my  country  and  humankind  as  a 
citizen  as  well  as  an  optometrist. 

I  hereby  commit  myself  to  be  steadfast  in  the  performance  of  this  my  solemn  oath 
and  obligation.
